Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 6.—Eight Italians, 


employed on the night shift of the 
Calvin, Pardee & Co. colliery at Lattt- 
mer, were attacked on the public road 
leading from that place to Hollywood 
early this morning by twenty-five 
women who had marched from Mllnes- 
yiile. The women were mostly Hun- 
garians and Italians. They left Mllnea- 
ville at 4 o'clock, marched through 
Lattimer, two miles distant, and wait- 
ed to attack the men working in the 
Lattimer mine as they passed along 
the road which leads to their homes at 
Hollywood. 


A few of the women were armed 


with clubB. but most'of them carried 
stones of all sizes in their aprons. The 
first non-striking mine worker .to leave 
the colliery were the little band of 
eight Italians. 
They saw the women 


oh the rond ahead of them, ,and sus- 
pecting an attack, crossed the field in 
an endeavor to avoid them. The wom- 
en, however, were on the alert, and 
they also crossed the field, and, over- 
taking the men. hurled showers of 
Btones at them. The workmen did not 
attempt to defend themselves, but ran 
away, and were soon put of the reach 
of the fury of the excited women. 


One man. received a severe cut on the 


head, while several others were struck 
.by pieces of rocks, but were not seri- 
ously injured.

to their homes, . satisfied with their 
f.enionstratlon.

Ifr. Brj'ar,, in his speech accepting- 


the populist nomination for president, 
made on August 23 at Topeka. Kan., 
departed from the plan followed in his 
Indianapolis 
speech 
accepting 
the 


democratic nomination, and discussed 
all the issue.s peculiar to the populists. 
In talking on -these questions he mace 
many rash find false statements in re- 
g-ard to certain conditions which he 
declared to exist. In his speech to the 
iarmers he laid especial stress upon 
the fact that they were not benefited 
by the republican 'prosperity, and in 
speaking- of militarism and imperial- 
ism and their effect upon the farmers, 
he said: 


"Looking at questions from the stand- 
point o£ the producer of wealth, rather 
than from the standpoint of the speculator, 
the populist recognizes 
In militarism a 
constant and increasing-burflen. The army 
•worm, which occasionally destroys a field 
of wheat, Is not nearly so dangerous an 
enemy to the farmer as a large standing 
army, -which invades every field of indus- 
try and which exacts toll trom everv crop. 
If 100,000 men are withdrawn from 
the 
ranks of the producers, and placed as a 
burden on the backs of those who remain, 
It means longer hours, harder work and 
grreater sacrifices for those who toil. 
The 
farmer, while he pays more than his share 
of the expenses of the army, has no part 
In army contracts or In developing com- 
panies, and his sons are less likely to fill 
life positions In the army than the sons 
of those who, by reason of wealth or po- 
litical prominence, exert Influence at Wash- 
ington." 


This statement, especially-as to the 


farmer and his relation to the army, 
is so far from the truth, and is so easily 
disproved, that it ex-ci.tes suspicion. In 
the first place, Mr. Bryan'must know 
that the law provides that all -army 
contracts nmst be advertised for, and 
bids opened, before they a-re awarded, 
and that no special class is favored in 
giving them out. 


Figures showing the expenditures 


by the quartermaster's 
department 


from April, 1SOS, to and including'.Tune, 
1900, make it plain that nearly $50.000,- 
OCO has been expended by the United 
States for the purchase of supplies and 
materials for the nrmy which 
hav* 


been produced by the farmers. So that 
when Mr. Br3'«n says that the farmer, 
while "he pays more than his share of 
the expenses of the army, has no part 
in army contracts or in 
developing 


companies, he states -what is untrue. 


Official figures of expenditures in the 


subsistence department of the war de- 
partment show that in the purchase of 
American products during the years 
1SDS, 1S09 and to June 30, 1900, the ar- 
ticles purchased for rations were main- 
ly direct products of the farm, such 
'as beef, bacon, flour, cornmeal, beans, 
rice, potatoes, canned tomatoes, mo- 
lasses, soap, pork, hard bread, peas, 
homini', onions, sugar, vinegar, pep- 
per and candles, and during that period 
the subsistence department expended 
$33,147.617.63 for these, rations. 
So 


much for the subsistence department. 


The 
quartermaster's .department 


shows, on account of purchase of for- 
age, fuel, stationery, cavalry nnd ar- 
tillery horses, ivagons and means of 
transportation (other than railroads, 
"boats, etc.). harness, clothing and 
equipage, materials and manufactures 
and lumber, from April. 1S9S. to June 
30. 1900. that $48,803,036.59 has been ex- 
pended. 


Of this forage, oats. h«y. straw, etc.. 


come direct from the farmer. Horses 
and mules,- as well as the lumber pur- 
chased, were American products, while 
the many millions of dollars expended 
for • clothing, equipage and material. 
re-present wool and cotton grown by 
farmers in rho United States. Instead 
of the farmer having- as dangerous an 
enemy in a large standing army as-he 
has in the army worm, figures from 
the war department thus show that 
he h'as been greatly aided and helped 
by the nrmy. and has had a market for 
his products.

HEROISM AT TIEN-TS1N. 


Tbrilling Times For Amcricn.ni. t>e. 


dcribcd by Rctnrneil Soldiers. 


Many of the members of tlie Ninth 


Infantry regiment wounded at Tien- 
'tsin who arrived at San Francisco in 
the transport Thomas toll interesting 
stories of their experience, says the 
New York Herald. 
, First Sergeant Bickhait of Company 


H, Mutt infantry, lay all day on the 
miulcly plain before'lien-tsin with a 
bullet through both lungs. 
Many of 


his comrades thought him dead, but 
lie still lives and has a good chance for 
recovery at the Presidio hospital. Prom 
his position he witnessed all the thrill- 
ing events of tbe day—the death of 
Colonel Liscum, the effort of Lieuten- 
ant Lawton to obtain re-enforcements 


. and the defense of Tion-tsln. 


"It was about 11 o'clock in -the fore- 


noon," said Bickhart, "when I found 
myself on mj-back and unable to move. 
When Colonel Liscum fell, I was sur- 
veying tliat part of the field. He ,was 
lu an exposed place. 
Several men" 


sprang forward and dragged him into 
the ditch,'arid Major Lee went fortvan 


. at oncc-to take iu.s place. 


"I watched Lieutenant Lnwton gc 


across the uelcl. He had been flitting 
about from one company to another for 
some time when he started for the ar 
seual. 
He walked right out on the 


open plain as calmly as if on dress na 
rode.

He was in Peking 
at the time of the siege, says the Phila- 
delphia Tress. 
-\Yith others, he says, 


he escaped by moans of an old under- 
ground passage to a shack without the 
ilty walls. 


"The passageway through which wo 


escaped," said Mr. Grifton, "led from 
one of the altars In the temple. I could 
not say how many days we were going 
through that passageway, with its in- 
HimoniblQ doors. Our food was about 
gone when on tho third day we came to 
nn iron door fastened .with enormous 
bolts. 
-We had a hard time in breaking 


the door. 
After traveling perhaps a 


mile farther wo wore made joyous by 
seeing signs.-of life." 


Spoaking of the situation in China as 


indicated by the latest information. Mr. 
Grifton said: 


"I think it will be a long time before 


any substantial peace negotiations can 
be arrived at, because'of lack of co-op- 
eration on the part of the powers. Tho 
American soldiers arc making a fine 
showing in the orient. They arc with- 
out question respected to a greater ex- 
tent and more feared by tho Boxera 
than all the others combined."
